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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


School Board of Wrenierortie: 


I hereby sukmit my ninth annual report as Sup- 
erintendent of Schools. The statistical tables of the 
year 1937-1938 follow this report. 


One change in the teaching staff of the district 
occurred since my last report. M's Marjorie McCoy 
of Campton left the profession of teaching and 
Marion Atwood of Liskon, a Plymouth Normal School 
graduate, appointed in her place. The large en- 
rollment of last year has decreased to 17 in this 
school, which is a good working number for a rural 
school. 


The enrollment of the village school has increas- 
ed slightly bringing a serious seating sitvation. The 
present number of 35 in the primary room can be 
handled efficiently, but the number of 42 in the gram- 
mar recom at this writing is a crowded enrollment for 
efficient school procedure. If no other children enter 
‘the situation may adjust itself another year. The 
‘number of more or less transient children in the vill- 
age presents a constant problem to the management 
of the school. Mr. Goss is handling we'l a very 
difficult situation and in general has the cooperation 
and support of the public. The majority of parents 
realize that a group as large as this needs firm dis- 
cipline and vigorously impress on their children that 
while at school they must comply with the ordinary 
‘rules and regulations of the teacher and not sae! 
their interference in maters of discipline. 
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The Foster School has a small enrollment of six. 
The writer recollects that when this building was 
erected after the fire there was some consternation 
that it was not large enough. It is hoped that 
Tamilies eventually will move in with children. With 
the present crowded conditions at the village it is 
unreasonable to plan to transport these six children 
to the village. With sincere regret the Board made 
a substantial reduction in the teacher’s salary of this 
school and is operating as economically as the tradi- 
tional efficiency of the schools of the district will 
permit. 


During the fall an additional larger cement step 
was made at the entrance of the village school. This 
makes a safer and easier approach to the school. 
Manville board was put in place of what was damaged 
by fire and both rooms were given a coat of paint and 
varnish this summer. 


There appears to be a spring under or near the 
Atwell Hill school which causes water to collect in 
the yard particularly in the spring season of the 
year. If this water cannot be drained off a substan- 
tial board walk should be made which could be put 
away after the wet season. This building needs 
shingling and the ridgepole needs attention. 


The Board is generally installing new seats at 
the village school in such a way as not to increase the 
budget very much in any one year. 
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A dental clinic is planned for April. The Wom- 
an’s Club, Red Cross, Ladies’ Aid, and Grange have 
contributed $5 each and it is hoped that parents will 
pay just as much as they possibly can for the work 
on their own children. Nearly every child in the 
district needs some dental work and this is a splendid 
opportunity to get it well done near home at a very 
reasonable price. It is an undisputed fact that neg- 
lect of teeth often leads to disease and breakdown in 
later life. It is unfair to child and teacher to expect 
good school work with decayed teeth and poor health.
